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Grads divide, conquer: PGSS may dump MSB rep

impeach their representative to Students' Society coun- 
cil, Bill Brierley, if he does not resign before their 
meeting at 18h30 tonight.

'. The action is necessary, ac- 
cording to Graduate Represen- 
tative to Senate, Ramesh Singal, 
"because he abstained on'a mo- 
tion regarding sharing of 
cafeteria profits between 
graduates and 
undergraduates." 

According to PGSS 
Secretary, Steven Fraser, the 
PGSS executive have already 
unanimously censored Brierley 
and have also asked for his 
resignation due to "improprie- 
ty." Brierley will not, however, 
be asked to resign as PGSS VP- 
Finance. 

Brierley abstained on a mo- 
tion to postpone a report on 
s cafeteria profits at the last MSS 
council meeting. According to 
Singal, MSS President James 
Green and MSS VP-Finance 
Marie Davis had agreed to not 
decide the question without 
prior consultation with the 
PGSS and other student faculty 
associations. 

■ Green denies that he had 
given such assurance, but said 
he has consulted with represen- 
tatives of all faculty associa- 
tions, including PGSS's Bill 



Brierley. He said the motion 
was withdrawn until Singal can 
ascertain whether the university 
administration has given the 
cafeteria space to the 
undergraduates only. 

PGSS referenda, SIR 

The PGSS executive is also 
attempting to enlarge its in- 
fluence by having its students 
pay MSS through them. Accor- 
ding to Steven Fraser, the Stu- 
dent Initiated Referendum 
(SIR) question to be presented 
to PGSS Council for approval 
tonight will read: "Do you wish 
to reallocate to the PGSS the 
membership fee currently paid 
by graduate students to the 
Students' Society of McGill 
University? Fees other than the 
ordinary membership fees, such 
as the debt repayment plan fee, 
will not be affected." 

Green, when informed of the 
nature of the proposed referen- 
dum by the Daily, called the 
question "foolish. 

"They use us probably more 
than any other group," he said. 

Under its present constitu- 
tion, MSS has no provisions for 
SIRs. Although they are con- 
sidering SIRs in the revised con- 
stitution, it is unlikely they will 



allow their fees to be affected. 

According to Fraser, PGSS 
council will also be considering 
a referendum question calling 
on the Daily Publications Socie- 
ty (DPS) Board of Directors to 
"wind-up" the corporation and 
transfer its assets to the McGill 
Tribune. 



The chair of the DPS Board 
of Directors, Ken Monteith, 
was not sure whether such a 
question was in order, and ques- 
tioned its intention. 

"Considering that our 
negotiations with him (Fraser), 



at least in the recent past, have 
consisted mainly of our ac- 
comodating his wishes, I can 
only see this as another indica- 
tion of his bad faith, "he said.

PSSA okays South African ambassador 



In an open meeting on Monday, the Executive of the Political Science Students 
Association voted to invite South African Ambassador Glenn Babb to debate at 
McGill. The invitation pends negotiations with South Africa Committee (SAC) and 
the Black Students' Network (BSN) over who Babb will debate.

The open meeting was attend- 
ed by representatives of SAC, 
BSN, and other concerned 
students. It quickly degenerated 
into angry debate between those 
advocating Babb's right to 
speak and those wishing to en- 
force the international boycott 
ofvSouth Africa. 

Ian Simmons, PSSA Vice- 
President, opened the session, 
saying, "We are not responsible 
for Babb's opinions, but we are 
responsible for access to those 
opinions." He further stressed 
the need for "intellectual in- 
teraction," and "active engage- 
ment" between students and 
Babb. 

Arnold Cohen of the PSSA 
supported Babb's right to 
speak. "As university students 



one ot the things we're taught is 
tolerance. The university must 
provide a forum to debate all 
views." Furthermore, accor- 
ding to Cohen, allowing him to

speak "would throw Babb into 
the lion's den." 

Suzanne Mehmet, PSSA 
President, emphasized that 
Babb would only be allowed to 
speak in debate form. "If it's 
not going to be a debate, then 
it's not going to happen at all." 

Although students agreed on 
economic boycotts, they were 
divided on cultural and political 
boycotts. Preventing Babb from 
speaking would "shut up peo- 
ple, but it doesn't shut up the 
issue," said Marie-Claude 
Hervey, a political science stu- 
dent. 

"When Babb spoke at 
Universtiy of Toronto, the most 
poignant comment on Apar- 
theid was the five students 
dressed in white sheets like the 
KKK who applauded him," said 



Steve Rheault. Others com- 
mented that Babb was the most 
qualified person to present the 
government of South Africa's 
view on Apartheid. 

"It's a matter of the invita- 
tion. We get the information 
anyway," said Amelia Kalant, a 
Graduate student in politiacl 
science. 

"Go to the South African 
embassy if you want to hear 
Babb. Go to McLennan Library 
and read the constitution of the 
Republic of South Africa," said - 
Randy Fleming of the BSN, 

Speakers from SAC and the 
BSN contended that the issue 
was not free speech. "The pro- 
blem is Babb," said Guy 
Thompson of SAC. 

"We have no questions to ask 
of Babb, we only want to isolate 
South Africa," said Michel 
Sheppard. 

Debate closed after an hour. 
Henry Mizrahi of the PSSA ex- 
ecutive proposed a motion 
stating that "We the PSSA are 



in favour of a debate with a 
representative of the govern- 
ment of South Africa and a 
representative of the opposition 
chosen with the co-operation of 
SAC and the BSN." This mo- 
tion was passed with a solid ma- 
jority. 

Many people believed that 
there would be some attempt to 
prevent Babb from speaking. 
"Even though we've agreed to 
do it, it doesn't mean it will 
necessarily happen. There may 
be intervention from ad- 
ministration or the political 
science department," said 
Mehmet. 

"Effectively, it (the speech) 
won't happen unless we can 
find someone to represent the 
non-white viewpoint," said 
Thompson. Asked if he found 
the debate format acceptable, 
Thompson replied, "No, we 
don't want Bt>hb on campus.

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Five universities act against apartheid 



Ottawa (CUP) — Five more 
universities have taken some ac- 
tion to divest from companies 
which do business with the 
South African government. 

The board of governors at the 
University of British Columbia 
plans a policy of 'selective 
divestment,' selling shares in 
those companies whch refuse to 
comply with the Canadian Code 
of Conduct, for companies 
operating in South Africa. 

The code, not revised since 
1977, advises companies to pay 
blacks equally to whites and 
allow blacks to unionize. 

Among Canadian companies, 
only Alcan has filled a report of 
compliance with the code. 

The student council at 
University of Prince Edward 
Island has stopped stocking 
Carling-O'Keefe and 
Rothman's products in its pubs 
and campus stores, in protest 
agianst those companies control 



in the South African Rem- 
brandt Group. McGill Student 
Society set similar policies in its 
meeting January 28. 

At the University of Windsor, 
the students' council voted 
recently to support divestment 
of faculty association pension 
funds from companies with 
South African interests. 

Meanwhile the University of 
Ottawa's rector Antoine d'lorio 
recently pointed out that he has 
no knowledge that any of the 
univesity's $200 million pension 
fund is invested in South 
Africa-related companies. 

Maurice Sauve, chancellor of 
the University of Ottawa, 
resigned last summer from the 
Canadian South Africa Society, 
an organization funded by large 
South Africa corporations to 
promote investment in South 
Africa. Sauve is married to 
Governer General Jeanne 
Sauve. 




Katimaviktims left out in the cold 



Ottawa (CUP) — The 
Katimavik youth volunteer pro- 
gramme, which involved 20,000 
young people during its ten year 
existence, died last week 
without a sound of protest in 
the House of Commons. 

But down the hall Senator 
Jacques Hebert, who founded 
the programme, read his col- 
leagues a blistering open letter 
to prime minister Brian 
Mulroney, attacking the deci- 
; sion "on the pretext that times 
are hard, to pass up this 
marvellous investment in the 
future." 

', Secretary of State Benoit 
Bouchard met with Katimavik 



administrators January 28 to in- 
form them the $19 million fun- 
ding for the programme was be- 
ing cut. 

"He said after ten years we 
have to try something 
different," Hebert said. 

Bouchard's office said the 
money would be redirected to 
job creation programmes for 
the ministry of employment and 
immigration, or to other pro- 
grammes that will soon be an- 
nounced by the ministry of 
youth. 

But Lisa Van Deusan, press 
secretary to minister of youth 
Andrée Champagne, would not 
supply any details of these pro- 
grammes. And she said Cham- 



pagne took no part in the deci- 
sion to close Katimavik. 

"This was a decision of the 
secretary of state," Van Deusan 
said. 

"Priority number one is 
jobs," said Bouchard's press 
secretary, Marie- Jose Lapointe. 
"For a $20 million programme 
that reaches 2,000 people, we 
think we can do better. It's a 
Cadilac programme that we can 
turn into a Volkswagen pro- 
gramme." 

She said the Conservative 
government's new programme, 
to be announced by the time 
Katimavik ends in June, "will 
be a reflection of the consulta- 



tion we've had with youth dur- 
ing International Youth Year 
and of the recommendations in 
the Senate report on youth." 

Youth's main concern is jobs, 
she said, and Katimavik is not a 
job creation programme. 

"Bullshit!" said Hebert when 
asked about Bouchard's state- 
ment he had replacements for 
Katimavik. "I don't believe a 
word of it." 



Hebert doesn't even think thr 
secretary of state made the deci- 
sion to close Katimavik. 

"My feeling is that he was 
ordered to do that (kill 
Katimivik) from higher up." 

The Liberal and New 
Democratic parties have been 
silent on the cut. The day after 
Katimavik was shut down, thr. 
parties instead spent 45 minutes 
asking the prime minister about 
the Erik Neilson eavesdropping 
incident.

SAC members expect student 
protest if Babb speaks. A 
demonstration is already plann- 
ed for Babb's speech at the Mt. 
Stephen Club on February 13th.

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Statement of Principles 



The McGill Dally abides by the Canadian University Press Statement of Prin- 
ciples. These Principles guide our editorial policy, although individual staff 
members interpret how these principles should apply to our coverage. 

Many of the Students' Society's constitutional change and rent agreement 
demands directly concern this document. We thought students should have the op- 
portunity to read the Daily's Statement of Principles and bring their comments 
about the document to an open discussion Thursday, February 13 at a time and 
place to be announced In the newpaper. 

We, the members of Canadian University Press, affirm that we hold the follow- 
ing principles in common: 

That the major role of the student press is to act as an agent of social change, 
assisting students in understanding and acting against oppression and injustice, 
and emphasizing the rights and responsibilities of the student; 

That the student press must, to fulfill this role, perform both an educative and 
active function, and critically support the aims of groups serving as agents of social 
change; 

That the student press must use its influence as an agent of social change respon- 
sibly, as outlined in the Canadian University Press Code of Ethics, presenting cam- 
pus, local, national and international news fairly and accurately, and interpreting 
ideas and events to the best of its ability; 

That the student press must as its main priority assist students in acting against 
any system where it is found to be preserving a hierarchicy based on power and 
privilege, or to be oppressive to women, lesbians and gay men, indigenous people, 
and ethnic, religious, or other minorities; 

That the student press must use its relative freedom from commençai and other 
controls to ensure that it acts in accordance with its major role, and to examine the 
issues that other media avoid. 

We affirm that the following rights and responsibilities are necessary for the ef- 
fective implementation of the above principles: 

That Canadian University Press members have the right to determine and 
uphold their editorial policy, including advertising policy, regardless of pressure 
from student governments, administrations, or any others; 



That members' have the right to be free from implicit editorial control resulting 
from financial control of the newspaper by student governments, administrations, 
or any others; 

That, to the fullest possible extent, members should be financially autonomous 
from any group other than the students who fund them; 

That members have the right to receive in full and without delay student levies 
collected by administrations or budgets approved by student governments; 

That members should have a written constitution including the following: 

• That the staff democratically determines the newspaper's editorial policy and in-, 
tern a! structures. 

• That the newspaper guarantees regular, publicized staff meetings with 
democratic procedures. 

• That the staff has the right to elect, impeach or censure its editors, co-ordinators 
or other staff positions; 

• That the newspaper defines qualifications for voting staff members; 

• That the staff alone evaluates through due process charges that any of its 
members have acted irresponsibly; 

• That the newspaper must be open to, but not limited to, all students; 

• That the newspapter must provide a forum for the free exchange of ideas and 
opinions among, but not limited to, students; 

• That the newspaper has the right to prohibit publication of material that it-deems 
to be sexist, racist, or homophobic, or that contravenes Canadian laws on libel and 
hate literature; 

• That members have the responsibility to participate in Canadian University 
Press, as outlined in the constitutional bylaws; 

• That members have the responsibility to provide a forum for and respect the free 
exchange of ideas and opinions within Canadian University Press. 

We affirm that these principles define us as a co-operative, and that collectively, 
we have the right to set membership criteria and to evaluate, with full considera- 
tion for due process, members' adherence to these principles; and that only con- 
tinual criticism, refinement and re-evaluation can ensure that this remains a living 
document.

(Political Science Students 
Association) I am writing to register 
my disapproval of the P.S.S.A's pro- 
posed Invitation to Glenn Babb. 
Babb as a representative of the 
outlawed nation of South Africa Is 
the voice of apartheid In Canada. 

The vice-president of the P.S.S.A 
was quoted as saying that the 
P.S.S.A "couldn't find a better per- 
son to represent that side of the 
Issue." Mr. Simmons seems to have 
forgotten that McGIH'a Political 
Science Department offers only one 
course on the politics of South 
Africa. This course Is taught by 
John Shlngler (of John Shlngler Inc. 
Consultants on South Africa). 

Shlngler has never fled away 
from speaking the South African 
line In his courses or on Senate. 
Last year he requested that his vote 
against the cancellation of the 
Graduate's Society's trip be record- 
ed. This year he did the same with 
his vote against divestment. Each 
time he was one of only three 
senators to do so. 

The point Is that Political Science 
student's already have access to 
the articulate defence of racism In 
the voice of John Shlngler. 

The P.S.S.A should also 
remember that In Canada freedom 
of speech does not exist as an ab- 
solute right. Curbs on the practice 
of this right range from libel laws to 



the anti-hate provisions In sections 
261 and 262 of the criminal code. 

To defend the Invitation to Babb, 
cloaked In the language of freedom 
of speech Is to Ignore the true 
nature of that right. Racism and 
apartheid are forms of hatred which 
cannot be defended even with a 
mythical conception of the right of 
freedom of speech. 

The P.S.S.A should avoid exten- 
ding credibility to racists, whether 
they be Nazi's or South African 
apartheid supporters. Before em- 
barking on the heuristic course of 
inviting Intelligent people they are 
and begin to think of all the conse- 
quences of their actions.
